In a statem en t 
Tuesday 
morning 
Superintendent It. A. 
Lam ent 
said 
that orders for enarm led ware have 
fallen off alm ost entirely. 
He fur­ 
ther stated, however, that the com­ 
pany is m aking every effort to se­ 
cure o th er foundry work to keep the 
factory going and th e men working 
Furnace, castings are now being made 
in the foundry, and it is expected that 
other foundry o rd ers will 
be 
avail­ 
able within a short time.

by 
Attorney 
G< neral Gregory to make effective the 
proclamation issued Monday by Pres-j 
ideut Wilson imposing restrictions on 
free movement of ali»*n enemlc-. 
By means of the new regulations, 
the department of Justice expect* to 
be able to round up a number of Ger 
mans who ate believed to have direct­ 
ed the organized campaign of -abot- 
age and propaganda to embarrass the 
United States in the war. 
Under the* 
proclamation unnatur­ 
alized male German» abovf the age 
of 14 are required t<> register with 
the }K>lice or some other authority 
to be designated by the attorney gen­ 
eral. 
In addition, they must report 
periodically to some official if the at­ 
torney general so orders. 
The new order applies to Germans 
living within the United States, the 
Philippines, Puerto Rico, Alaska and 
other possessions, or territories, but 
does not aff*- t subjects of Austria, 
Turkey and Bulgaria. 
It is effective 
immediately, but the registration and 
licensing for traveling will not be put 
into effect for a few’ days 
The registration probably will 
be 
made by local police in cities and 
towns, although department 
of 
jus­ 
tice officials had not decided finally 
on whom this ta-k should be imposed. 
The same authority probably will be 
designated to receive periodical re­ 
ports front alien enem ies, and to is­ 
sue permits to travel.
